It is not that the Rus­ 
sians are omniscient, b ut that they apply practi­ 
cal tools for the determ ination of policy and they 
are not b ogged down b y Utopian concepts. The 
gamb le for world conquest and the risks they 
take are great should a w’orld w ar. ensue, or 
negligib le should w ar not follow. 
A s they hav e 
not yet b ecome inv olv ed in a m ajor w ar ov er 
these escapades, their risk has am ounted to noth­ 
ing.

This column has steadily treated the Middle 
East crisis as Russian m anufactured and as pri­ 
m arily serv ing Russian purposes. The general 
tendency of our own policy-makers has b oon to 
regard it as a m anifestation of Arab nationalism 
in conflict with British and French colonialism 
and Israeli nationalism. Russian interv ention has 
now* b een estab lished b y the pub lication of the 
Bulganin-Eden correspondence. These letters were 
calculated to frighten off the British and the 
French b ecause no W estern statesm an, who has 
to b e elected to office, can risk b ringing upon his 
constituency W orld W ar III. 
W ere it not that Israel m arched so fast to­ 
ward the Canal, captured the Sinai Peninsula, 
captured the Russian stores of munitions, held 
Gaza and Aqab a long enough to force internation­ 
al consideration, the British and French effort to 
seize the Suez Canal would hav e b een liquidated 
b y an exchange of letters. 
It is only the small nations which can stand 
up to Russia, for it is (he small nations that hav e 
nothing to lose b ut surv iv al which will b e lost 
anyhow if Russia succeeds in conquering the 
world. 
Such a speech as Secretary' of S tate John Fos­ 
ter Dulles made b efore the Associated Press did 
not frighten the Russians b ecause it is a* m anifes­ 
tation of Calv inistic m orality w ithout the promise 
of m ilitaristic im plem entation. W hat, in effect, 
Dulles said was that the United States would like 
to se*e the satellites lib erated; that the United 
States would help them to lib erate them selv es and 
would aid them once that had happened; that the 
United S tates had no motiv e in seeking such 
lib eration other than the goodness of the Am eri­ 
can heart; that should an efFort tow ard lib era­ 
tion b e made, the United S tates would do nothing 
ab out it as a m ilitary power. 
Well, that is precisely the policy this country 
pursued in H ungary and when the Sov iet tanks 
rode ov er the b odies of the Hungarian freedom 
fighters, we rem em b ered that interv ention could 
b ring on W orld W ar III and that that m ust not 
happen. 
The Russians risked m ightily in the Egyptian 
and H ungarian situations and won all the stakes. 
They, too, fear 
W orld WTar III b ut they b eliev e 
that they understand W estern psychology and 
that the West « fears such a w ar more than they 
do. Therefore, they go ahead w ith their schemes 
and b rutalities, fearing no reprisals, expecting, in 
fact, tha t the W est w'ill ultim ately sub stitute 
trade for nob le principle, and in the quarrel ov er 
world trade, will capitulate to the Sov iet b loc. 
This has already happened in the deal to increase 
the trade w ith Red China. 
W here will the next spot for a crisis b e? We 
may assume that the Middle E ast crisis will last 
for some tim e. There are no signs of its liquida­ 
tion. Will Sov iet Russia interv ene to keep its m arf 
in power? If necessary, of course, b ut it m ay not 
b e necessary as the intensification of Arab nation­ 
alism b y anti-Israel and anti-W estern propaganda 
m ay do the job for them .

For it turns out that 41.2 b il­ 
lions of dollars out of the 62.7 
b illions b y which the b udget has 
b een increased since 19 40 are the 
result of rising costs—usually 
called “inflation.” 
Another way to express it is to 
say that the federal gov ernm ent 
is today spending 41.2 b illions in 
higher prices for the same kind of 
goods and serv ices it b ought in 
19 40 at lower prices. 
Actually the Eisenhower b udget 
in term s of a stab le dollar is b e­ 
low the lev el of four years ago 
and less than the av erage for the 
last six years. 
A $30.6 Billio n Budget 
The economic div ision of the 
magazine “U. S. News & W orld 
Report,” in a copyrighted article 
this week, has computed what all 
the federal b udgets for the last 
six years w’ould b e in 19 40^ dol­ 
lars. These economists find that 
instead of a 72 b illion dollar 
b udget, num erically speaking, the 
federal b udget on a purchasing- 
pov v er b asis in the coming year 
would am ount to only 30.6 b illions 
of dollars. This calculation was 
made in the custom ary way, fa­ 
m iliar to statiticians, b y using the 
U. S. Commerce D epartm ent’s 
own pub lished index of the prices 
the gov ernm ent has paid ov er the 
years for the goods it has b ought. 
The latest b udget, moreov er, is 
lower than the two last b udgets 
of the Trum an adm inistration, 
measured the same way, and low­ 
er than the one for the first full 
fiscal year—19 54—in which the 
Eisenhower adm inistration was 
responsib le for the m aking of the 
federal b udget.

That Bo dy o f Yo urs

CHOLESTEROL 


It is difficut to read any article on the heart 
and its diseases w ithout coming across the word 
cholesterol b ecause this sub stance is now’ consid­ 
ered to play a considerab le role in affecting one’s 
chances of hav ing a heart attack. 
W hat is cho­ 
lesterol? 
In the words of Dr. F. Stare, head of 
the nutrition departm ent of H arv ard Univ ersity, 
cholesterol is simply a chemical compound, found 
in the b lood, such as salt and sugar though w ith a 
more complicated structure. 
Technically speaking, it is an alcohol. 
Unlike 
salt and sugar, it will not dissolv e in sugar b ut 
will dissolv e in fats, oils and fat solv ents such as 
ether and chloroform. 
It is a normal constituent 
of the b lood and all other anim al tissues and can 
b e readily m easured b y a fairly simple test. Bile, 
gallstones and nerv ous tissue are relativ ely rich 
in cholesterol. 
It seems that the higher the cho­ 
lesterol lev el in the b lood, the more likely the 
person will hav e a heart attack. 
/ 
As I hav e mentioned, this whole sub ject of 
b lood cholesterol is in a state of research and 
new’ facts ab out it and its connection w ith heart 
attacks may b ecome av ailab le any day. 
How­ 
ev er, we can rev iew w hat is known ab out it to 
date. 
The point is that cholesterol is present in 
some foods b ut only anim al foods and only in 
association with fats. 
It m ight b e thought that 
if we cut out all foods containing anim al fats, we 
would elim inate cholesterol from our b lood b ut 
this is not the case as the b ody itself can and 
docs m ake cholesterol. 
It is largely made in our 
liv er and can b o made from the two other m ajor 
food groups—carb ohydrates (starches and sugars) 
and protein b ut fat seems to b e the source from 
which the b ody prefers to make it, especially the 
fats in our diet. 
Some animal foods are good sources of fats 
and cholesterol, such as eggs and sweetb reads. 
O thers are m oderately good sources, such as 
whole milk and its products. 
Still others may 
hav e much fat b ut little cholesterol—such as pork, 
b eef or lamb , t 
Cholesterol docs not occur in any v egetab le 
foods, so that one might guess that v egetarians 
would hav e no cholesterol in their diet b ut more 
v egetarians eat eggs and drink milk and these 
are animal foods with ab undant cholesterol. How­ 
ev er, as stated ab ov e, the b ody itself can and docs 
m ake cholesterol from other sources. 
The point is that there is not as yet enough 
known ab out the effect of cholesterol in heart 
disease to justify m aking any radical changes in 
our diet at the present time.

Turning to the family b udget 
of the av erage Am erican — and 
using the gov ernm ent’s price in­ 
dex for the goods the priv ate citi­

2, sells for $14,000 today. An 
automob ile that the family b ought 
for $1,9 50 in the year 19 40, now’ 
costs ab out $2,800. According to 
gov ernm ent figures, the av erage 
family in 19 40 spent $2.009 for 
food, clothing, housing and all the 
things that a typical home re ­ 
quires.

Yet, 
the erroneous impression now is
